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The  Governor  Didn't  Know 

A  reporter,  known  to  us,  once  went  to  the  governor  of  a  great  state,  also 
known  to  us  (the  governor  as  well  as  the  state),  and  asked  him  for  his  opinion 
on  the  M'naghten  rule.  The  eminent  gentleman  in  question  is  no  longer  the  governor 
of  anything,  but  he  was  then,  and  before  that  he  had  been  a  judge  for  many 
years.  The  astonishing  story  is  that  at  the  time,  he  looked  the  reporter  squarely 
in  the  eye  and  asked,  "What's  the  M'naghten  rule?" 

If  you're  neither  a  judge  nor  a  governor,  you  may  not  know  either,  but  you 
can  1)  find  out,  2)  determine  why  the  governor's  reply  was  astonishing,  and  3) 
hear  some  stimulating  opinion,  by  listening  to  the  discussion  of  legal  sanity  on  the 
evening  of  November  29.  And  speaking  of  the  legal  reminds  us; 

It  was  not  a  young  man  named  John  Harris  of  whom  Sir  Walter  Scott  said 
that  he  "shall  forfeit  fair  renown,"  but  it  might  have  been.  For  neither  these  pages 
nor  the  sounds  from  your  speaker  often  enough  carry  the  name  of  this  extremely 
valuable  member  of  the  KPFK  staff,  one  of  whose  many  duties  it  is  to  keep  track 
of  all— repeat,  all— of  the  tapes  with  which  we  deal.  In  addition,  Mr.  Harris  does 
such  extracurricular  things  as  sitting  for  19  hours  straight,  clipping  little  bits  of  tape 
from  a  number  of  reels  and  putting  them  together  to  form  one  new  one.  If  you 
do  this  with  the  right  bits  of  tape  in  the  right  order,  you  get  a  program  like  "The 
Coming  Death  of  Caryl  Chessman,"  which  earned  us  some  small  attention  in 
October  and  which,  by  request,  is  being  replayed  on  the  evening  of  November  24. 

Also  rescheduled  herein,  some  BBC:  "The  Trial  of  Lord  Byron"  (Nov.  16), 
Aristophanes'  "The  Birds"  (Nov.  26),  a  discussion  of  acting  (same  date),  and  on 
Nov.  27,  "The  Purpose  of  Punishment"  and  the  second  part  of  "English  Prose 
through  the  Centuries." 

Live  music:  the  USC  piano  series  continues  on  the  18th  and  the  25th,  studio 
concerts  are  scheduled  on  Nov.  19,  22,  27,  and  29.  Non-live,  the  Salzburg  Festival 
on  the  24th,  the  continuing  Vienna  Festival  on  Nov.  19,  20,  22,  26,  28  and  29, 
which  makes  this  a  pretty  Viennese  Folio.  Studio  A  being  too  small  for  the  Phil- 
harmonic, Robert  Trotter  will  use  recorded  illustrations  for  his  Nov.  19  discussions 
of  the  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic's  current  concert.  Devotees  of  recorder-cum-harp- 
sichord  might  peek  quickly  at  the  program  for  Nov.  23;  ex-TV  fans  lonely  for 
Leonard  Bernstein,  that  for  the  29th. 

We  shall  leave  you  to  seek  out  the  public  affairs  programs,  and  mention 
only  the  lineup  of  speakers,  which  we  find  moderately  impressive.  An  incomplete 
list  includes  geochemist  Dr.  Harrison  Brown  (Nov.  19),  historian  Henry  Steele  Com- 
mager  (Nov.  23),  editor  Norman  Cousins  (Nov.  22),  Communist  official  Gus  Hall 
(Nov.  19),  semanticist  S.  I.  Hayakawa  (Nov.  26),  philosopher  Dr.  Abraham  Kaplan 
(Nov.  26),  biophysicist  Dr.  Yasushi  Nishiwaki  (Nov.  19),  educator-union  official 
Ben  Rust  (Nov.  22),  author  Edgar  Snow  (Nov.  21),  and  psychiatrist  Dr.  Isadore 
Ziferstein  (Nov.  25).
